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The applicant argues that neither the written disclosure nor the figures teach that the stops vary in 
a radial distance form the center. The examiner disagrees. Clearly the stops 7 which are 
adjustable vary in a radial distance from the center. This can be seen from figure 3. Claims in a 
pending application should be given their broadest reasonable interpretation. In this instance the 
applicant is using extremely broad claim language. The examiner does not believe that it is 
unreasonable for the reference to read on the broad claim language. Moreover, examination on 
the merits has ended.
